At®. 6. The Doétor declares «I wonder not fo much 
« at the Poem itfelf, tho? worthy of all wonder ; as that 
« the Author, ...... confin’d in a narrow and to hima 
« dark chamber, furrounded with cares and fears, could 
« {patiate at large through the compas of the whole Uni- 
« verfe, &c.’. To a perfon who was blind, I imagine, 
that, with re{peét to contemplation, there coufd be no 
manner of difference betwixt a droad or a narrow cham- 
ber; fince both to him muft be. equally dérk : he might 
not indeed breathe, but he might think as freely in one, 
gs in the other. And as to the circumftance of his blind- 
nefs, this is fo far from increafing my wonder at the un- 
bounded range of his imagination, that it really leffens it 
very much. And-in this ientiment I find Mr. Fenton, 
a Gentleman at leaft as famous for his poetical genius as 
Doctor B. He, reafoning a ‘little upon this matter, tells 
us, that Mivton ff * having treafured up fuch immenfe 
« ftores of tcience, perhaps the faculties of his foul grew 
¢ more vigorous after he was deprived of his fight: 
“and his imagination (naturally fublime, and inlarg’d by 
reading Romances, of which he was much inamour’d 
in his youth) when it was wholly abftraéted from ma- 
terial objeéts, was more at liberty to make fuch amazing 
excurfions into the ideal world, when in compofing his 
Divine work he was tempted to range 
Beyond the vilible diurnal {phere. 
But how contrary foever this Preface hitherto has ap- 
peared to the opinion of the Learned, they will not be al 
zogether fo averie to the conclufion of it. P. 6,7. ‘ Had 
¢ thefe very Notes been written forty years ago ; it would 
* then have been prudence to have fupprefs’'d them, for 
© fear of injuring one’s rifing fortune.” The prudence of 
fuppreffing {ach notes then, would not I believe have been 

ueftioned by any Reader, even tho’ the reafon afligned 
for their publication now, which immediately follows, 
had been omitted. ‘ But now when feventy years jam- 
© dudum memorem monuerunt, and {poke loudly in my ears, 
“ Mitte leves fpes &F certamina divitiarum; I made the 
* notes extempore, and put theth to the prefs as foun as 
« made, without any apprehenfion of growing leaner by 
« cenfures, or plumper by commendations.” The truth 
of this matter of fa€t, no body who reads thefe Notes can 
difpute : but the prudence of this conduct, in a perfon 
of fo advanced an age, will not be fo univerfally acknow- 
ledged. Had thefe xotes been made evteztpore, by a 
young man, and publifhed immediately ; the heat, incon- 
fideratenefs, and felf-conceit natural to our youthful years, 
‘might have been pleaded in excufe of fo rafh a proceed- 
ing. Or had they been written by any one even of the 
Doétor’s age, and only handed about in Manuf{cript, the 
haftinefs of the compofition might have a little excuted the 
oddnefs of it. Or if fuch a flrange defign had been put 
in execution only upon fome lefs confiderable Author ; the

world would not have had the fame reafon torcefent this’ 


ufage in fo fevere a manner. But for a perton, who, tho’ 
‘allowed to bea very learned Critic, was never imagined to 
be a Poet, to peur out in extemporary effufions, crude 
and indigefted criticifms, upon the compleateft Poem in 
the Englifh language ; to pretend to alter and correét it in 
every page; to ftrike out great numbers of verfes ; and to 
put in many of his own; this juitly railes the wonder, 
{corh, ard indignation of all that hear it. ‘This is to act 
more Tike a Pedagogue than a Critic; and io treat the

Heroic Poem of the Great Mitton, like the exercife of a 
School-boy. A proceeding fo extiavagant, that it would 
be even theredible, did not the Doétor himfelf affure us 
of the truth of it, and the notes themfelves ftrongly con- 
firm it. This.infinitely exceeds the undertaking of Zor- 
Lus in. his animadverfions upon Homer : of whom it is not 
even fufpeéted, that he had the audacioufnefs to make them 
extempore ; and much Ilefs, that he had the vanity, folly, 


‘and frenzy to declare that he did. 


, Evety part of this Preface has been now. carefully con- 
fidered ; and thereby the main foundation fubverted, upon 
which much the greater part of the Doétor’s alterations 
are built. Before we enter upon a particular examination 
of which, I fhall beg leave to prefent to the Public the fol- 
lowing Paper, which evidently fhews, that if the Doétos’s 
Art of-Criticifm be allowed, thofe parts of this Poem, 
which he has left untouched, as needing no correction, are 
as liable to,alterations, as thofe which he has criticized. 
From hence it will likewife follow, that not only Paradife 


regain’d, and Sam/fon Agoniffes, which he declares to be | 


without faults, but alfo any Poem of any other Author 
whatfoever, may be amended after the fame manner. And 
as this Paper is written, not only in the Doétor’s manner, 
but likewife in his very expreflions, it is no .extravagant 
piece of banter, nor does it fet his Notes in a light at all 
more ridiculous, than he himfelf has placed them.

Spi- 
ritual may of pure/ft Spirits be found. Here /pirit — part 
of the firlt word is made two fyllables, tho’ /pirits, in 
the fame verfe is omly one. By /piritual Creatures are 
certainly meant Ange/s, and fo it came from Mutton 
without any affectation.
